Graduating  seniors  needing  funds 
during  the  early  months  of  their 
teaching  careers  can  receive  finan  ¬ 
cial  assistance  through  the  North¬ 
west  '  Missouri  Teachers  Credit 
Union. 

Mr.  Clifford  Kensinger  states  that 
one  requirement  of  graduates  is  that 
they  must  have  a  contract  for  a  job 
in  order  to  be  eligible  for  a  loan 
from  the  Union.  The  money  bor¬ 
rowed  can  be  repaid  in  small  month¬ 
ly  payments.  Anyone  interested  who 
is  eligible  should  see  Mr.  Kensinger 
of  the  commerce  department.

test  became  crucial.  Predictions  were 
mere  guesswork  and  individual  lob¬ 
bying  dominated  the  balls  before 
and  after  the  Easter  recess. 

Loudspeakers  boomed  throughout 
the  town  and  sent  campaign  mes¬ 
sages  over  the  campus.  Posters  were 
fastened  at  every  available  location, 
and  banners  were  flung  across  the 
hallways  and  fluttered  outdoors. 

Campaigning  Is  Active 
Pictures  of  the  candidates  were 
posted  ceremoniously  and  decora- 
tively  near  the  main  entrance,  and 
slogans  promoted  the  candidates. 

Cards  of  campaign  material  and 
matchbooks  bearing  the  candidates’ 
names  were  passed  profusely 
throughout  the  study  body.  Discus¬ 
sion  became  political. 

Wednesday,  March  28,  In  the  first 
vote,  students  put  Terry  Noah  and 
Dick  Gordon  in  the  run-off,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  fact  that  neither  ob¬ 
tained  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
since  the  three  candidates  registered 
a  close  count.

The  first  formuated  idea  for  such 
a  iiou.se  was  in  1920  when  Miss  I-Iet- 
tie  M.  Anthony  obtained  a  lease  on 
a  house.  The  owner,  however,  with¬ 
drew  the  lease  and  curtailed  fur¬ 
ther  development  until  1937. 

In  that  year  President  Uel  W. 
Lanikin  presented  a  plan  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  for  buying  a  piece 
of  real  estate  and  a  house.  The 
Board  accepted  the  proposal  and  in 
the  winter  of  that  year  four  girls 
nnd  their  supervisor,  Miss  June  Co¬ 
zinc,  now  head  of  the  Hume  Eco¬ 
nomies  Department,  moved  into  the 
new  establishment. 

Follow  Five  Objectives 

Since  then  the  five  specific  ob-  | 
jeetives  of  the  “practical  living  ex¬ 
perience”  have  been  promoted.  These 
arc  as  follows: 

(1)  Equal  distribution  of  respon¬ 
sibilities  among  all  members  of  the 
group:  (2)  the  problems' involved  in 
planning,  purchasing,  preparing  and 
serving  food  which  meet  the  nu¬ 
tritional  needs  of  each  member  of  j 
the  group  and  develop  a  sense  of 
refinement. 

(3)  The  economics  problems  in¬ 
volved  in  establishing  and  operating 
a  home;  1 4 >  care  of  the  house  and 
its  furnishing;  (5)  human  values 
and  social  relationships.
